Messrs. Curnegie, Oliver, Pitcairn, Mo- 
Carge and Moreland Were Youngsters 
in a Pittsburg Telegraph Omice 
gether—How They Were Promoted.

The story of five messenger boys be- 
gins in the carly days of telegraphy. In 
a dingy office in Pittsburg, dbont 1848. 
Andrew Carnegie. Henry W. Oliver, 
Robert Pitcairn, Major William C. More- 
land and David McCargo were messen- 
gers. It is said that they took the oppo- 
site of other boys and spent their spare 
moments in learning useful lessons. An- 
drew Carnegie is the oldest of the lot, 
and he was the smartest, leading all in 
learning how to telegraph. He was one 
of the first operators in the conntry to 
learn to take the Morse system by sonnd, 
which in those days was considered a 
remarkable achievement, It did not 
take Thomas A. Scott long to snatch 
Mr. Carnegie from the telegraph office 
in Pittsburg into his office us private 

| secretary when the great railroad genius 
took charge of the Pittsburg end of the 
road. The education the young Scotch- 
man received from a greater mind lifted 
him from a secretary's seat into the 
place of division superintendent when 
Mr. Scott was made vice presideut of 
the railroad. The industry, the subtle 
cunning and watching faith of Scott 
taught him to lay his lines in other di- 
rections than watching the divisions of 
a railroad, and Scott helped him. His 
place gave him the opportnnity to look 
| into other lines of industry. and he drove 
(a drift into an iron mill. 


| made up for the sizeof his ux. J. Edgus 
Thomson. who was the president of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, then gave a 
great name and mopey to the works now

Mit. CARNEGIES EARLY AMBITION. 

“My ambition in those days.” he said 
recently, “was to write for newspapers. 
1 took in material in thut direction 
whenever it was possible. | hunnten the 
public library in Alleghany. and canght 
on to the fact that a distinction was 
made by the attendants between the 


poor boys and the sons of well to do | 


parents. It made me indignant. | wrote 
my first public letter to the board of con- 
trol, and a change was ordered. 
result more than ever resolved me to fol- 
low Journalism. but an accident drifted 
me elsewhere, and | became a manufac 
turer.” 

Thrift and industry were the derricks 
which lifted Harry W. Oliver out of the 
telegraph chair next to Mr. Carnegie 
and made him a clerk for u big iron firm. 


cunning about the business economies of 
life. It did not take long for hiin to re- 
alize the possililities of the tron trade, 


tackle hoisted him ont of his seat at the 
desk in the big finns workshop aud 
landed him in a business that has «ince 
grown to be one of the greatest concerns 
in the world. He has grown very rich.

Every magnet was al- 
justed, and every electrician on the liac 
stood at his key listening for the resnit 
At the signal New York called Philadel- 
phia, the Quaker City signaled Harris- 
burg. and then in quick succession Pitts- 
burg. Cincinnati, Lonisville and New 
Orleans were opened to the metrupulis

Examples to Prove That Dogs Have 
Been Frightened in Houses in Which 
Spirits Were Sald to Have Appeared. 
Question of Animal Immortality. 


Some time ago 1 had something to sa 
on animal immortality. In that artic 
I briefly referred to the argument, tiaw 
not uncommon, that some animals ap- 
pear to have intercourse with beings, or 
forms and states of being, unseen by us. 
This on the face of it is not improbable; 
but it may be a stretch of our own im- 
agination to assume that this is a vision: 
of ghosts. But if it can be shown first 
that, as Wallace affirms, objective phan- 
tasms appear to men sometimes, and to 
dogs sometimes, then it would be hardly 
fair to assume that men ard to have a 
spirit life hereafter and the dog not. It 
might become necessary for us to shove 
back our dividing line between immor- 
tals and nonimmortals, and take over on 
our side at least some of the beasts. Is 
the Indian right who, in Pope's language, 
believes bis faithful dog will bear him 
company” in the spirit land? There 
seems, however, to be a conviction in 
the minds of some observers that dogs 
hot only sometimes, but at all times, see 
and hear what we do not hear. 

First of all, in justice, let us get the 
facts, or the ayerred facts. In Rod and 
Gun appears the following letter: Sir, 
there is reason to believe that animals 
can see spirits. At any rate, [havea 
very remarkuble fact to relate. There 
isin Devonshire a large, rambling old 
house, which has long had the reputa- 
tion of being haunted. Family after 
family tried to make it their home. One 
after another they gave it up, all for the 
same reason — that was frequent spec- 
tral ongoings in one of the corridors. 
Sometimes the ghost was seen by one 
member of the household, while it was 
invisible to others close by,” which, of 
course, would indicate that the seeing, 
or not seeing, depended on the ocular 
condition of the family. At least, a 
skeptic would strongly urge that the 
probabilities were in favor of visnal de- 
lusion. Sometimes mysterious sounds 
showed the ghost to be about, while he 
Was not visible to any of the watchers.”

To a man who has been a groom the 
bestowal of doctor medicine,“ no 
donbt, still confers an honor; but, on the 
whole, the title has become rather a 
trade mark and a convenient means of 
unobtrusive advertisement rather than a | 
tadge of distinction or evidence of | 
scholarly attainment. 

There seems to be a growing feeling 
that, after all, the title of mister“ is as 
noble a one asa gentleman needs or can | 
desire. 

This is the title that is almost now a 
distinction among medical men, who 
fee] their own strength and rest on their 
consciousness of being masters of their 
art—the good old title of **mister,” which 
tome of the best men in the profession 
find ample for all social and professional 
purposes.

An American familiar with.the fact 
that every house or apartment, renting 
as low as $200 per year in the United 
States, has its own bathtub, with hot 
and cold water supply and waste to re- 
moye the contents of the tab, is amused, 
„if not amazed, wlien on a visit to Paris 
he gets an iden- of the custom still pre- 
willing in that metropolis of luxury and 
elegant buildings. 

The large hotels, some very costly pri- 
vate mansions and apartmenta, and the 
public batbbouses have their bathrooms, 
_as ís the custom in the United States, 
though the French bathroom is really 
much larger, and is elegantly furnished 
with rugs, lounges, dressing tables, etċ., 
the idea being that if one takes a bath 
one must lie down and take anap after it. 

People living in apartments costing as 
high as $1,000 a year, and in the new 


quarter of Paris in the neighborhood ok 


the Champs Elysees, when they wish to 
| bathe, other than take a sponge bath in 
a mall portable tub: either go to the 
public bathing establishinents or send 
f | to them to have a bath bronght to their 
apartments. Sunday morning one sees 
a strange looking two wheeled cart like 
a very high dog cart, on which there is 
a framework built over the wheels. 
This framework can bold three bath- 
tubs. They are made entirely of copper 
and arè about 5 feet long, 20 inches deep 
at the end and 18 inches on the side, 

The driver of this vehicle is perched 
up high on a småll seat in front, is bare- 
headed and wears a blouse. On each 
side of him an iron ring encircles a cop- 
per colored vessel, holding about three 
gallons of hot water, which rests ona 
little shelf. He also carries a supply of 
dry towels and sheets. The bathing es- 
tablishwents have these carts, und when 
n patron sends word that he wants a hot 
bath at á certain hour the bath is put on 
the cart, the kettle filled with hot water, 
and the curt with its strange load is 
rapidly driven to the building in which 
the apartment is. 

The driver carries the bathtub, as an 
Adirondack guide carries a canoe, on 
his head and shoulders, from the first to 
the fifth floor, as the case may be, and 
after spreading a sheet to protect the 
carpet, he spreads also u clean sheet in- 
side of the tub, so that the bather does 
not touch the metal. Then he carries 
up the kettle of hot water which be haus 
brought from the main establishment. 
The necessary cold water he gets on the 
premises, either on. the same floor with 
the apartment, or in the courtyard. 

When the bather bas had his bath, the 


dipping it out, wipes out the tub and 
carries it with his kettles and soiled 
towels down stairs to his cart. The 
charge for all this is abont sixty cents, 
with the usual additional tip to the man. 
—Engiteering Record. 

Montuna Sapplhires. 

The only locality in Montana which 
has been at all prolific of sapphires is the 
six or seven miles of placer ground be- 
tween Ruby an} Eldorado bars on the 
Missouri river, @ teen miles east of He- 
lena. Here sup uires are found in gla- 
cial auriferons gravels while sluicing for 
gold, and until now Have been consid- 
ered only a by product. Up to the pres- 
ent time they have never been systemat- 
ically mined. In 1889 one company took 
the option on 4,000 acrea of the river 
banks, and several smaller companies 
have since been formed with a view of 
mining for these gems alone or in con- 
nection with gold. 

The colors of the gems obtained, al- 
though luntiful and interestifig, ure not 
the stundard blue or red shades generally 
demauded by the public. The stones 
embrace u great variety of the lighter 
shades of red, yellow, blne and green. 
The latter color is found quite pro- 
nounced, being rather a blue green than 
an emerald green. Nearly all the stones, 
wheu fiuely cut, have an npparent metal- 
lic luster which is strikingly pecttliar to 
those trom this locality. Neither bea 
rubies nor true blue sapphires have yet 
been ſound.— Omaha Bee. 


Curlosities In Eggs.

There were but three bigh lights there 
to remember. One was General Gor- 
don's Bible, before which I could have 
knelt, for it was the well worn book ofa 
soldier who took it into the tented field 
as his companion. 

There is no mistaking a book that has 
been read, the very way it lies open, the 
invisible marks of reverential fingers, 
the color of the paper which the open air 
produces.

It was 
thought that this was a warning from 
heaven that the emperor should be de- 
posed.—Frank G. Carpenter in National 
Tribune.

Mr. Smith, of Dorchester, has a gener- | 
al oyster bill that he has been permitted- 
hte introduce into the House. The bill 
has one novel provision that has pot 
heretofore been drafted into any similar | 
bill that has gone before the Levisiatare. 
It provides that every female living in 
the tidewater ovunties, and who has no 
visible means of support, shall be allow 
ed to take and gell oysters from the wat- 
ers ofthe connty in which she resides 
withoot being required to take ont the 
nsoal license. The bill also shortens the | 
dredging reason by taking off fifteen 
days in October and the tonging seasdn 
by taking off thirty dase in the same 
month. The cul! feature of the existing 
law is amended by allowing 5 per cent. 
of all oynter cargoes for small oysters an 
shells. It aleo fixes the responsibility 
for the taking of illegal oysters by per 
mitting the State's officers to follow a 
cargo from the time it is taken from the 
waters until it is consumed, and by hold 
fing the permon oF persons in whore. pra 
tearion such illegal oysters are found lia 
ble to the State for the offence and pun- 
lahable tinder the statute. - -

To produce a good effect it was neces 
sary of conree that the musicians 
should play in time, and the chief of the 
orchestra, who himself played one iùn- 
strument, was accustomed to mark the 


bent by stamping on the floor with ones 


foot. For this feazon the conductor of 
an orchestra was at that period called 

Afterward it became customary for 
him to give the time by clapping the 
fingers of his right hand against the hol- 
low of his left. The beuter Mime after 
this fashion was called the manuductor. 

Meantime experiments were made in 
marking the time by striking together 
shells and bones. The bones were svon 
given up ns instruments to be used by 
the conductor of an orchestra; but they 
survived us an independent instrument. 
Boys and negro minstrels “play on the 
bones” with great gusto to this day, 

In the early part of the Seventeenth 
century the musician already alluded to, 
Lully by name, arose. He found all 
these instruments of leadership ineffec- 
tive, and in order to reduce his perforin- 
ers to complete subjection, he procured 
a stout staif six feet long, with which he 
pounded vigoronsly on the floor to mark 
the time. 

One day, becoming particularly impa- 
tient, and pounding with especial vigor, 
Lally strack his foot instead of the floor 
with his baton. The wound gangrened, 
and Lully died from its effecta in 1687. 

The baton continued in use throngh- 


| out the Seventeenth and Eighteenth 


centuries, but though it grudually de- 


| creased in size, there is no evidence that 


conductors marked the time in any other 
way than by pounding upon their music 
stands or some other hard object. 

All this pounding must have had an 
unpleasant effect upon tie music, and 
critics and musicians began to ridicule 
the practice. In coarse of time, there- 
fore, we find musical conductors uo 
longer thumping upon tig floor or their 
music stands, bat beating the time en- 
tirely in the nir.

Waters Deuser Than the Dead Sea 

A wonderful lake named Alia Paakal 
bas been discovered on the Hawaiian 
islands. The waters are more galt than 
those of the Dead ses. Samples of the 
water have been analyzed in the labora- 
tory of Oahu college, with results ot pe- 
cullar as well as scientific interest, The 
Water, which in dry weather deposits 
salt abundantly, is of course saturated 
brine, yet differs essentially from the 
brine obtained by evaporation to saturs- 
tion of ordinary sea water. The differ- 
ence is strikingly shown by merely mix- 
ing the two clear fluids, when a copions 
deposit immediately forms of sulphurate 
of lime, so that the mixture almost so- 
lidifies. The sea water contains sulphate 
of magnesia in abundance, but scarcely 
auy lime, while the salt lake waters com- 
tain chloride of calcium, lime salt, with 
only a trace of sulphate,

The term hors d'euvre is the most dif- j 
ficalt to particularize. When cold it 
comprises all side dishes which sre really 
accessories to the meal. As such they 
can be and are eaten indifferently either 
before or after the soup; they are always 
placed on the table when it is being laid, 
and are alten left there until the entrees 
have been served, They ist of rad- 
ishes, olives, caviar, bootargne, all man- 
ner of salt and smoked fish, sardines, 
anchovies anda variety of dainties. | 

Hot hors d euvre are almost unlimited; 
they are very acceptable at large din- 
ners, and are generally served immedi- 
ately after the soup and before the fish; 
they are often fried or baked, and are 
then usually sach things as can. be dished 
on a papkin, such as patties, risoles, 
croquettes, vol-sovent, etc.; obviously, 
however, the series can be very much 
extended. At ordinary family dinners 
they aro often served as and instead of 
an entree.— Providence Journal.

The air signal is Worked ty 
ma > of a small rubber or iron tube | 
that runs under the coaches, like the air 
pipes to work the air brakes. lu tbe 
locomotive cab there is an iron whistle, ` 
and when x conductor destres to stop 
the train hê pulls on a short rope or fever 
that allows the dit to eseape and the 
whistle in the cab sounds the signal. It 
is claimed that this is much superior to

The bell sontettimes failed to respond 
on long trains, and serious d¢Ctdenta oc- 
curred on that account.

Air Strata Over Cities ° 

The popular idea that the higher one 
gets in the city air the purer the atmos- 
phere becomes, has been disproved by 
evidence given before a select committee 
on house of commons ventilation in Lon- 
don. It is found that the air of cities 
like London, where soft coal is burned, 
is purest at thirty or forty feet from thé 
ground. Lower than that the dust is 
encountered and higher the smoke from 
the chimneys. 

These conclusions were arrived at 
from experiments with frumes of wood 
covered with blanketing material put 
at different elevations—one on top of the 
clock tower at Westminster, another on 
the highest point of the roof and others 
at various heights down tothe court- 
yard. After five hours’ exposure there 
were found to be more smuts at high 
elevations than at low, but on the level 
of the courtyard there were considera- 
ble quantities of dust. 

The inference from these experimente 
is that the common notion that the high- 
est stories of the tallest blocks of flats 
are desirable for their salubrity is apt to 
be a mistakeu one, and that beyond forty 
feet nothing is guined by going higher 
unless a very great height—some say 400 
or 500 feet—is reached.—Louisville Cou-

The case we have referred to 
Shows how often a good idea may be 
spoiled by reason of the thoughtless 
manner in which the idea is carried out.

The Jews on the Malabar Coast.

The Crescent as an Emblem. 

The crescent has been known since 
time out of memory. In ancient mythol- 
ogy it decorated the foreheads of Diana 
and of Astarte, the Syrian Venice. In 
the days of Rome's greatest glory the 
ladies wore it as an ornament in their 
hair. Since the foundation of Constan- 
tinople (the ancient Byzantium) it hae 
been the emblem of the city, and as such 
adorns its walls and public buildings, 
besides being stamped on its coins and 
postage. The legend which accounts 
for its universal adoption in Turkey, and 
Constantinople in particular, is as fol- 
lows: 

Philip of Macedon laid siege to the 
‘city in the year 340 B. C. He chose a 
night of unusual darkness for the pro 
posed assault, ‘byt was foiled by the 
moon suddenly breaking from behind a 
cloud. In commemoration of this prov- 
idential deliverance the crescent was 
adopted as the symbol of the city. The 
Mohammedan sultans were slow to as 
sume this emblem until some one men- 
tioned that it was the symbol of increas- 
ing greatness, power changing as rapid- 
ly as the phases of the moon.—St. Lonis 
Republic.
